Is POSSIBLE. 


CAN” CALL UP” EUROPE. 


Are we fearing the days when 
everyone will have his pocket 
“wireless,” and be called up-by 
his wife on the way to . business 
or by his office on the way home? 

. This calamity appears. to be 
approaching, judging from the 
demonstration given with a port- 
able receiver by Mr. R. C. Clinker 
(of the British Thomson-Houston 
Company. Ltd.) before a meeting 
of the London Wireless Society 
at the Institution of Civil 
Engineers. 

‘The apparatus is contained in 
a box about 15in. by 12in. by Sia, 
writes a Daily Chronicle repre- 
sentative, the cost of which is £30. 

It was intended, primarily, for 
receiving time signals from Paris, 
explained Mr. Clinker, and for the 
use of clockmakers and others to 
whom the knowledge of‘ exact 
time was of importance, but 
telephone conversations had been 
picked up with a similar set, 
when trying it in London. The 
receiver would also pick up many 
of the large stations in Evrope, 
such as Hanover, in Germany. 

Mr. Clinker gave a demonstra- 
tion of some of the principles of 
wireless telegraphy, using two of 
the receivers referred to. A 
strange sound emanated from the 
télephone, which could only be 
likened to “a kitten in distress.” 

“Tam sorry to cause such 
weird noises," he remarked,
